that boat will proceed to the port j 
side. 
If this is satisfactory to the j 
other boat, answer is made by one 
whistle. However, if the other craft 
wishes to proceed to the leeward, 
answer would be made by two blasts, 
and on a like answer both bjats would 
proceed. 
For either craft to proceed without 
hiving received an answer from the 
other is illegal, and the crew of such 
offending vessel is ilabie to punish­ 
ment from the government.

SOME ARE OF GREAT IMPORTANCE 


Marriage and Divorce Procedure Has 
Been Revised. 


Today, Saturday, July 1st, the new 
laws enacted by the last general as­ 
sembly have become effective. These 
laws are of great importance to the 
entire 
state 
and 
will 
be closely 
watched. 
The anti-poiicy act is one which be­ 
comes a law. 
It is ex pected to give 
the state’s attorney a weapon with 
which he can stamp out policy lot­ 
teries. The difficulty heretofore has 
been in securing witnesses. The new 
law provides the same penalties for 
the person who plays the game as it 
does for the person who conducts the 
lottery. The same penalty is provid­ 
ed for the owner of the building in 
which it is conducted and for the jan­ 
itor of the building. 
A policy ticket found in the posses­ 
sion of any person other than an of­ 
ficer of the law is accepted as proof 
that the person possessing it has vio­ 
lated tbe law. The penalty is a tine 
from 1200 to $1.000, and for second of­ 
fense imprisonment in the penlten- j 
tiary from one to two years. 
The object is not to use the penal- i 
ties against the player, but to have 1 
them in reserve as a means of getting ( 
testimony against the operator. 


MAY IMPEDE DIVORCE BILL 


‘ The divorce law also goes into effect, j 
It is counted on to have some effect on 
divorce court activity in this state, or, 
if it doeH not succeed in reducing the 
number of divorces, at least to prevent 
the immediate remarrying of divorces 
in the state. No persons, being di­ 
vorced. may remarry within a year in 
Illinois. 
In case of divoroe for infidel­ 
ity the guilty person may not remarry 
within two years. 
A third act of importance to be­ 
come effective today is that stipulat­ 
ing such rigid requirements in the 
case of salary assignment that it is ex ­ 
pected the business of money lending 
on such security will be practically 
stopped. No assignment of salary can 
be made unless it be recorded before a 
justice of the peace, signed by the 
wife if the employe be married, and 
notice sent to the employer within 
three days.

charge that my motive in leavin g the 
work was a fin an cial on e.

the earliest possible d ate that it could 
be d on e without em barrassm en t to the 
ad min istration or In jury to the work.
